A Wise Change.

In view of the severe, and often con-
temptuous criticism, which many people
affect to visit on the voters of New Eng-
land, with all their supposed intelligence,
for the blunders which they make in the
use of the seeret ballot law, the Boston
Journal makes & sugeestion which is worth
noting. It ix the fashion to say that in
far-away Australia, where the system orig-
inated, and in England, there is no trouble
in its use, while In America, the land of
free schivols and universal edueation, the
voters blander in the most ignorant and
persistent way.  The fact is, however, that
the English voter knows nothing of the
complicated ballot which the American
voter must handle in case of a national,
state and local election all In one. The
English elector has & ballot given him
containing usually not more than two
names, and which searcely permits any
mistake to be made, while the American
voler must wrestle with u ballol as big,
often, ns a good-sized newspaper, with a
bewillering confusion of candidates,

The Journal's point is well taken, as we
Iave sald, When one considers what a
task it is for the man of average intelll-
genee, who has little or o experience in
clerical work of any kind, to perform the
ordinary task of properly executing n lagal
locument, or of even writing a letter and
signing his name, it is no wonder that he
becomes muddled and confused when he
feels hilmself on exhibition in a public way,
with a ballat in his hands containing 20,
50 or 100 names, from which he s asked
to sort out and mark the names of those
he wishes wo vote for,  Undar this state of
things, which casts no discredit on the or-
dinnrlly intelligent voter, we belleve our
present Vermont legislatuns  las  acted
wisely in providing that hereafter the
numes of party candldates shall be ar-
ranged In separate columns, and the mark-
Ing of a single cross be sufficlent for the
voter who wishes to cast a stralght ticket.
The socrecy of the ballot and s general
principle have béen fully malntained, and
this change will not weaken them in any
Wiy,
